American consumers the benefit of cheap 
fish. The merchant who purchases a fare 
of tisii from a Canadian skipper does not 
pay any more because the foreign llsh .are 
taxed, neither does he charge more for the 
Canadian fish, but pays the same price 
and sells for the same price that he sells 
tish purchased from the American skipper. 
Remove the tariff on fish and the Cana- 
dian simply puts the difference in his own 
pocket antl the consumer may whistle for 
his share of the benetft. Instead of mean- 
ing lower prices to the consumer reciproc- 
ity would simply turn our market over 
tu the Canadians who, having a monopoly, 
would fix their own price and no one is 
credulous enough to imagine that the 
American consumer would receive much 
consideration at their hands.

There is no dis- 
position on the part either of the Demo- 
crats or Republicans to engage In an un- 
seemly wrangle 6n Monday, though some 
temporary fencing may take place and pos- 
sibly some embarrassment ensue, from the 
the fact that Mr. Jones, of Nevada, is ab- 
sent and paired with Mr. Hearst, of Cali- 
fornia, who is not sworn in. 


The Democrats are to have a caucus 


either on Saturday or on Monday. The 
Republicans will not hold theirs until af- 
ter the meeting of the Senate. 
The Sena- 


tors, who have the Democratic side of the 
quesUon in hand are Pugh, Vest, Black- 
bumf and Harris. The outcome of their 
consultation with their Republican col- 
leagues will probably be that, as has al- 
ways been the case, 'the new Senators and 
those re-elected will be called upon to tak^e 
the oath in alphabetical order. This wijl, 
for obvious reasons, leave the considera- 
tion of Mr. Turpie's credentials until the 
last. 


The Republican caucus to nominate 


officers of the House will be held at 3 
o'clock Saturday afternoon. It is gener- 
ally expected that Mr. Reed, of Maine, 
will receive the nomination for Speaker, 
and that Edward McPherson.ns usual, will 
be nominated for clerk. 


The Democratic caucus will be held 


Saturday evening and promises to be a 
lively one. Mr. Carlisle will be nominated 
for Speaker. Great interest is shown in 
the contest for the Donrkeepership. As 
was expected, Captain Donelson's reply to 
the accusations of Cnptain Breckinridge 
is regarded as wholly satisfactory by the 
lormer's friends, who show more zeal and 
earnestness to-day than HIV time since 
light began. They claimed several unex- 
pected accessions of strength to-day. The 
friends of Mr. Hurt, arc busy also, and
